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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

Page 5, lines 24-27 refer to claims 1-7. Claims can not be referenced in the 
specification as they are subject to change during prosecution. Applicant is invited to 
insert the information from the claims deemed to be important into the specification in 
place of the reference to these claims. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Double Patenting 

2. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. A nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting rejection is appropriate where the conflicting claims 
are not identical, but at least one examined application claim is not patentably distinct 
from the reference claim(s) because the examined application claim is either anticipated 
by, or would have been obvious over, the reference claim(s). See, e.g., In re Berg, 140 
F.3d 1428, 46 USPQ2d 1226 (Fed. Cir. 1998); In re Goodman, 11 F.3d 1046, 29

Although the conflicting claims are not 
identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other because the claims of the 
copending application encompass those of the instant invention. For example the 
combination of claims 23, 26, 30 and 31 in combination meet the requirements of 
instant claim 17. Other combinations also render the instant claim obvious. Therefore, 
the provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection is proper. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the 
conflicting claims have not in fact been patented. 

4. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. A nonstatutory 
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obviousness-type double patenting rejection is appropriate where the conflicting claims 
are not identical, but at least one examined application claim is not patentably distinct 
from the reference claim(s) because the examined application claim is either anticipated 
by, or would have been obvious over, the reference claim(s). See, e.g., In re Berg, 140

5. Claims 17, 18, 20, 22, 26-32 are provisionally rejected on the ground of 
nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-3, 
5-7, 10, 11, 16, 17 of copending Application No. 10/699158. Although the conflicting 
claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other because the 
claims of the copending application encompass those of the instant invention. For

instance claim 1 of the copending application has the same features as those of the 
instant invention. Other claims of the copending also correspond with those of the 
instant invention. Therefore, the provisional obviousness-type double patenting is 
proper.
